A. could turn over that 
country to socialists or commun­ 
ists. Vet, Oat) MacArthur’s critics 
charge him with failing to promote 
government control of Japanese in­ 
dustry aud the Japanese people. 
"Fuilure in Japan”, a recent book 
by Robert ll. Textor, a civilian who 
spent two years in Tokyo working 
on Hie government payroll as a 
civil information and education of­ 
ficer, harps on the Idea that na­ 
tionalization of Japanese industry 
is the only way lo handle that 
country's economy. He also balks 
at American investment in Japan, 
hut has nothing to say about itrit- 
isli socialist investments in China. 
Textor peddles state department 
gospel in his writings, which reduc­ 
es his views to relative unimport 
am e. except for one thing. He ac­ 
quired a friend during his forma­ 
tive days when he was learning how 
to think about the Far Fast. His 
friend Is none other than Owen Lat­ 
timore, the Baltimore bugle. 
Just because Secretary of Stale 
Dean Ac besoil and other officials 
of that department have no mem­ 
ory now of ever having seen or 
heard of Lattimore when the Bul- 
tlmore bugle was running in and 
out of the department, dtiesn’t mean 
that tattim ore is a wraith, lie is as 
un-gliostly as any of the other 
state department advisors who hate 
Cliinng Kai-Shek for trying to save 
China from tin* communists. 
Gen. MacArthur urn! his able aide. 
MaJ. Gen. Courtney Whitney, put 
together a new constitution for the 
Japanese when they ii id finished 
licking that country in tin* war. 
Constitutional lawyers say it is a 
model of democratic processes and 
most Japanese leaders agree. 
In 
addition, deliberations are under­ 
way to close a deal on a Japanese 
peace treaty which will give that 
country a chance to start over 
again as a friend of this country. 
Naturally we can't have the Japs 
budding up to tile Russians if we 
want to hang onto anything we 
have left In the Pacific. Japan is a 
rugged industrial nation when it 
is producing at a full ( lip. which is 
the way we want it now that the 
Russians and Chinese reds have 
started a war in Korea.

italtimore bugle, however, 
dashed off another literary gem for 
Textor's book in the form of a 
foreword. To enjoy its full flavor 
you have to watch the commas and 
periods. Tin* bugle always bas a 
kicker iii his well placed para­ 
graphs and ifs no fun reading him 
unless you know what to watch 
for. 
On this go-arouud. Lattimore gets 
a mite testy because In* thinks the 
IT S is trying to “ impose” on Japan 
a policy of hostility to red China 
and Russia. Ile thinks we should. 
of course, Mipport "full freedom 
and Independence for Japan.” tmt 
should refrain from pointing out to 
the Japanese tiiai they'll only get 
their fingers burnt if they play 
around with Russia 
The fait that the Japanese only 
have to look across a few miles of 
water to git an Idea of what the 
communists are doing in Korea, 
leaves the Baltimore bugle untroub­ 
led. lie arcula to think that if left 
alone the Japanese will naturally 
butter up to red China and Russia.

“Heavy, Heavy Hangs Over”

ated these parasites briefly, and then shrugged them off into 
oblivion with hardly a second thought to the matter. 
Today we have lost the know-how and the courage lo 
purge our government of the grafters, the chisellers, the greedy 
power-gluttons. We write and read books about them, we watch 
the unfolding of the scheme in the kefauvcr hearings on tele­ 
vision, we glimpse its pattern through millions of words of testi­ 
mony on foreign policy in the “great debate.” 
But we do nothing about it— we don t, as a nation, even 
get mad about it-—don’t do more than worry about it, in an aim ­ 
less, inarticulate fashion. 
The calendar brings us steadily towards the hour of derision. 
A year from now. the political conventions will br upon us. 
A year from this fall, the presidential elections, with both houses 
of Congress at stake as well, will he under way. 
The last time that sort of election came up, the tremendous 
issues of the period were so poorly understood that half of the 
American people stayed home on election day— only fifty per­ 
cent of the qualified electorate bothered lo come to the polls 
at all. 
Since there are literally millions of Voles in this country 
which have been bought and paid for by the political combine 
which is in charge of the national government, bought and paid 
for through Federal jobs and special favors financed out of the 
public a moneys— since ihe I roman forces have a completely 
illegal and un-American “nest-egg" of several million votes, th** 
outcome of the election was never in doubt, when half the elec­ 
torate stayed home. 
Yet the almost incredible fact is that, despite the gigantic 
payroll and the bossed and controlled votes east automatically 
for the Democrats, President t ruman got less than half of the 
votes actually cast. The anti-Truman voles, divided into units 
each of which was less than the Truman vole, together totalled 
more than the ballots cast in favor of him. 
hor three years we have been governed by a party returned 
to command at W ashington with the support of only one voter 
in four, and repudiated by more voters than supported it at the 
election. 
lf we have been badly governed in that time, if we have lost 
im portant ground in our battle for solvency, national unity and 
world peace, the fault is to be laid squarely on the doorstep of 
the hatf*of»a*nation who were too busy doing something else to 
come out and vote last presidenlial-election day. 
Will history repeat next year?
